ANOTHER RAILROAD NEEDED - 


The Canadian Pacific railway have 
purchased the controlling interest of 
the A. R, & I, Co,, who are owners of 
the latge coal mines at Lethbridge 
aud railroad from. that point to the 
International boundary,» connecting 
with the line runnin, from Great 
Falls, Montana, U. 8. A., to the Great 
Northern at the Iuternational boun- 
dary. By the ©. P.’ R, purchasing 
this line shuts the G, N. R. out of 
Southern Alberta so far as the benefit 
of freight rates are concerned. It is 
a well-known tact that many coal 
mines in the United States are .iving 
out, and competing lines into South- 
ern Alberta and particularly — the 
Crow’s Nest Pass would largely assist 
in developing the vast coal areas of 
this province. f 

Tothe south of us we have the 
Pacific 
railways, running from St. Paul to the 
Pacific coast, who are great copsuni- 
ers of coal, There are also two great 
trans-continental railroads building 
from Chicago to the Pavific coast—the 
Burlington and the. Milwaukee— 
which will be in operation within 
the next twelve months and which 
could be supplied “with Alberta coal 
by the G. N. connection from Great 
Falls, 

Jim Hillis an individual who builds 
railways without subsidies or bonus 
from any wuuicipality or govern- 
ment, The G.N.’s policy is to place 
station grounds, at any expense to 
themselves, at. the most. convenient 
spot forthe city or town to which 
they build, Cases are on record 
where city debentures which have 
been given to Mr. Hill for better 
station locations have been returned 
to the towns who issued them and the 
wish of the people, regardiny the loca- 
tion of the stations, carried out which 
has often been done at a greater cost 
to the conipany, 

Everv effort should be used by the 
board of trades and village councils of 
southern Alberta to induce Mr. Hill 
tu build into this country.
